GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. 27 PGF 


AN ORDINANCE amending 
Title VII, Chapter 70, 
Sections 70.31 (A), (B) 
and (C) of the City of 
Fort Wayne Code of Laws. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That Title VII, Chapter 70, Section 
70.31 (A), (B) and (C) of the City of Fort Wayne Code of 
Laws be amended as follows: 

Sec. 70.31 TRAFFIC BUREAU OF POLICE DEPARTMENT; 
ESTABLISHMENT; DUTIES. 

(A) There is hereby established in the Police 
Department of the City a Traffic Bureau to be under the 
control of a Lieutenant of Police or higher rank 
appointed by the Chief of Police. 

(B) It shall be the general duty of the Traffic 
Bureau and of all members of the Police Department to 
enforce the street traffic laws and regulations of this 
city and all of the state vehicle laws applicable to 
traffic in this city; to make arrests for traffic 
violations; to investigate accidents; to cooperate with 
the City Traffic Engineer and other officers of the city 
in developing ways and means to improve traffic 
conditions; and to carry out those duties specially 
imposed upon such bureau by this chapter and other 
traffic ordinances of this city. 

(C) It shall be the particular duty of the traffic 
bureau: 

(1) To investigate traffic accidents and, 
assisted by all other members of the Police Department, 
to arrest and to assist in the prosection of those 
persons charged with violations causing or contributing 
to such accidents. 

(2) To assist the City Traffic Engineer in 
conducting studies of the causes of such accidents and 
determining remedial measures whenever three accidents 


have occurred at any particular locations within a period 
of one year. 
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(3) To study the cases of all drivers charged 
with frequent or serious violations of the traffic laws 
or involved in frequent traffic accidents or in serious 
accidents and take whatever steps are lawful and 
reasonable to prevent the same or to have the licenses of 
such persons suspended or revoked. 


(4) To annually prepare and file with the 
Mayor and the Common Council a traffic report which shall 
contain information on traffic matters in this city as 
follows: 


(a) The number of traffic accidents, the 
number of persons killed, the number of persons injured 
and other pertinent accident data. 


(b) The number of traffic accidents 
investigated and other pertinent data on the safety 
activities of the police. 


(c) The plan and recommendation of the 
bureau for future traffic safety activities. 


(5) To designate a type of pennant or other 
identifying insignia to be displayed upon, or other 
method to be employed to identify, the vehicles in a 
funeral procession.
